| The state supreme court Friday up- 
'held the action of Governor Eugene 
Talmadge in suspending the five mem- 
bers of the public service commission 
whom he supplanted with his own ap- 
pointees after a lof investigation in 


July of this year. 

| In two unanimous decisions, 
|high court held that the governor 
had the authority to suspend the com- 
|missioners and that his action was 
‘not subject to review by the courts, 
-he being responsible in the instant 
only to the legislature. The court 
‘backed up the governor’s view that 
the commissioners are under suspen- 
sion until the next general assembly 
‘when both houses must review the 
‘suspension.

Stage Celebrations at 
Prospect of Revival in 
Purchasing Power. 


By the Associated Press. 

President Roosevelt’s action toward 
stabilization of silver prices today 
brought an upward sweep in market 
quotations, induced a jubilant cele- 
bration in western mining camps and 
brought Washington to the opinion 
that efforts toward mandatory infla- 
tion in the next congress had been 
forestalled. 

Late in the day President Roose- 
velt expressed the hope that his ac- 


tion might be extended by interna- 
tional agreement to other media of 
exchange, necessarily meaning gold. . 
He would not indicate how soon he 
thought this should be done. 

Congressional inflationists though 
pleased were not entirely satisfied and 
said they would go on working for 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
The prevailing opinion, however, was 
that they had been stripped of much 
of their support. 

Wheat surged upward five cents a 
bushel, cotton a dollar a bale while 
stocks gained 1 to 10 points. The price 
of silver itself jumped 3 points but 
lost half its gain on profit-taking. 

Lured by a price of 64 1-2 cents 
an ounce, wesiern silver prospectors 
strapped on their packs and started 
for the hills. Previously the metal had 
yielded them 20 cents less. 

Cheers for President Roosevelt, 
silver and Santa Claus roared through 
Leadville, Colo., in a 24-hour celebra- 
tion, interspersed with the barking of 
six-shooters. Purveyors of “Leadville 
moon” did a thriving business. 

The price of silver at London 
gained a half-penny British currency. 
Speculative orders came into the mar- 
ket and offerings were small. The dol- 
lar was weak in relation to both the 
pound sterling and the franc. 

At Bombay, silver brokers were not 
particularly enthusiastic over the 
Roosevelt move. They generally ex- 
pressed a belief that no considerable 
rise in the world price of the: metal 
would follow. 


“SILVER DAY” BRINGS 
ADVANCES IN MARKETS

“It is an absurd situation,” he as- 
serted at a press conference, but it is 
up to the CWA. All I can do is cal! 
their attention to the inconsistency.” 

He went on to explain that the 
code-fixed minimum wages in all cases 
are supposed to represent the utmos' 
that industries now can afford to pay. 

He considered it “ridiculous” thar 
men from bread lines, placed on what 
he said amounted virtuaily to a fed- 
eral dole, should have more attractive 
pay than those normally employed in 
industries, some in competing lines. 

Told that civil works officials con- 
sidered the situation an “indictment” 
of code wages, Johnson said that was 
“just words” and that he could not be 
disturbed by it.

Astronomical Winter 
Now Officially Begun 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 22.—(4)— 
Winter has begun—in fact, it 
started at exactly 1:58 a. @m., 
eastern standard time, today. 

The hour mentioned marked the 
beginning of the winter solstice 
when the sun reached its farthest 
southerly position in relation to the 
northern hemisphere, thus making 
the shortest day of the year. 

Actual winter of the meteorolo- 
gist began December 1 and continues 
until March 1 but astronomically it 
began today and ends March 21. 

Weather experts refused to fore- 
east what kind of a winter this will 
be but conceded this country is ex- 
periencing a cycle of mild winters.

JONSON REDUCES 
SILK PRODUCTION 


Rubber Tire Industry 
Code, Five Others Ap- 
proved by Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(/)— 
Hugh S. Johnson today ordered that 
silk production be cut 25 per cent for 
the next 3O days, complying with a 
request of the silk code authority. 

The NRA order also permits the 
code authority to regulate particular 
groups in the industry to meet par- 
ticular conditions by temporarily 
shortening hours for periods not to 
exceed 90 days. 

Silk production will be decreased 
by reducing to 75 per cent the num- 
ber of hours each productive machine 
was permitted to operate under the 
terms of the code originally approved 
for the industry. 

President Roosevelt today approved 
the code of fair competition for the 
rubber tire industry, together with 
five others, bringing the list of ap- 
proved codes to 174. 

Other Codes Signed. 

The other codes approved covered 
the rayon and silk dyeing industry, 
savings building and loan associations, 
grinding wheel industry, rolling steel 
door manufacturers, and the smelt- 
ing and refining of brass and bronze 
alloy ingots. 

In approving the tire code, the 
president specifically retained the 
right to cancel it or modify it at any 
time if investigation by the federal 
trade commission should disclose need 
for changes. , 

Further, Administrator Johnson 
was directed to investigate and report 
within 90 days, with the assistance of 
the trade commission, on whether un- | 
fair trade practices exist in the in- 
dustry which must be corrected. 

In his report to the chief executive, 
Johnson said that while the code was 
not a complete cure for bad competi- 
tive conditions in the tire production 


industry, no Jine of business was more | 
susceptible of improvement by means | 
of a code. | 

The effective date of this code and | 
the rayon and silk dyeing pact is 
December 25.

ers, 
The utilities proposal asked that) 


the retail sale of all electrical houses 
hold appliances be governed by the 
general retfil code already in effect. 
This would govern all sales at the 
offices of local utilities. The code 
was submitted by George B. Cortel- 
you, president of the Edison Institute, 
and Preston S. Arkwright, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the industry’s code com- 
mittee. 

In submitting it, they said the in- 
dustry comprising some 3,600 private- 
ly owned plants throughout the coun- 
try had complied with the  re-em- 
ployment agreement up to this time 
and “are prepared to continue and 
extend their co-operation . " 

19 More Lose Eagles. 

The ‘NRA today ordered 
ployers to surrender Blue Eagles for 
failure to comply with the re-employ- 
ment agreement, including 15 laundries 
in Cincinnati. — 

NRA explained that the withdraw- 
al of the eagle from these firms cli- 
maxed a controversy that had raged 
between rival laundry groups of that 
city since early summer. Hours and 
Wages violations, discharge of em- 
ployes for complaining and similar 
causes were given for the removal of 
the other insignia.

PERMIT PEDDLERS 


Liquor Control Chief 
Gives Warning on False 
Representations. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(7)— 


| A warning that the department of jus- 


tice would he asked to go into ac- 
tion against anyone obtaining liquor 
import permits through false repre- 
sentations was issued today by Joseph 
H. Choate Jr., director of the federal 
aleohol control administration. 

Choate said in a statement that 
complains had been received that hold- 
ers of permits “have been peddling 
them about, offering to sell them, or 
to transfer the benefits.” 

He added that the permits, which 
are non-transferable, were granted 
“on the basis of the reasonable and 
legitimate trade needs of the appli- 
cant as the importers’ marketing 
agreement and the importers’ license 
from the secretary of agriculture pro- 
vides,” 

“The attempt to sell a permit,” he 
continued, “is at least prima facie evi- 
dence that when the applicant swore 
he needed the stated amounts in his 
business as an importer, his statement 
was false. 

“T have been advised that the fur- 
nishing of false or misleading infor- 
mation as the basis for the issuance 
of an entry permit constitutes a viola- 
tion of the aforesaid marketing agree- 
ment and license, for which the said 
permit may be revoked . . . and the 
permittee’s license to do business as 
an importer may be revoked by the 
secretary of agriculture. 

“Since every permit improperly ob- 
tained cuts down the amounts avail- 
able to all other applicants for the 
honest needs of their business, it is 
clear that every permit shown to have 
been obtained by misrepresentation 
should be revoked.”

LIFT WASHINGTON, Dee. 22.—Professor Warren’s gold price 
gyroscope has been trying for two months now to lift 
commodity prices off the ground. 

The highest altitude it has attained is one-half an inch. 

That can hardly be called a successful flight. 

There are definite indications that Professor Warren’s backer, 
President Roosevelt, is secretly beginning to grow just a little im- 
patient. He is harboring some inner doubts as to whether the 
contraption will ever fly. He sees the RFC pouring the necessary 
millions into the Warren uplift invention. He sees the price of gold 
going up, but the expected rise in commodity prices is barely no- 
ticeable to the naked eye. 

Any suggestion of a change in policy may be officially denied 
for the time being, so Warren can have a full opportunity to show 
what he can do. 

But the suspicions among the administration master minds are 
becoming more noticeable every day. They can begin to see that 
the one constructive accomplishment of the policy has been politi- 
cal. It has kept the inflationists off Mr. Roosevelt’s neck. From 


that standpoint alone it is an entire success. 

PRICES The policy was inaugurated by Mr. Roosevelt on Oc- 
tober 25. He started out then to attain the 1926 com- 

modity price level, through the Warren device.

| President Roosevelt told newspaper- | 
men he was anxious that the nations

The immediate | 
interpretation was that he referred 
to stabilization of gold-backed cur- 
rencies, but he gave no _ indication | 
of how soon he thought such action | 
might be feasible. 

Only a Step. 

Meanwhile, the political implications 
of the silver move absorbed many stu- | 
dents of the president's monetary pro- | 
gram. Although pleased, many of | 
the inflationists called the president’s | 
action only a step in the right direc- | 
tion which should be followed by out-| 
| right remonetization of the white | 
metal. ‘They expressed a determina- 
‘tidn to continue working toward that 
goal. 
| However, the opinion was expressed 
generally that they had been stripped | 
of much of their less extreme follow- | 
ing and that the chief executives.

Briefly Mr. Roosevelt's i:.nexpected 
fae aang of last night had the fol-_ 
owing effect: 

Beginning today all freshly mined 
silver can be sold at the mint for the 
number of dollars that can be coined 
from half of the amount of the metal 
offered. The result is that the silver 
miners now receive 64 1-2 cents an 
ounce, as compared with previous 

‘speculative market price of about 20 
cents jess than that figure. 

Of the silver brought to the mints, 
the government keeps half as a fee 
and eoins the other half into standard 
silver dollars which it then returns 
to the vendor of the metal. Pro- 
ponents of the scheme argued, too, 
that it would result in higher world 
silver prices, thus increasing the pur- 
chasing power of oriental and South 
American countries, the basis of whose 
currency is silver, and thereby hene- 
fiting world trade. 

“Teak” Seen. 

From one senator. meanwhile, came 
an assertion that there might have 
been a “leak” br which “somebody 
made a lot of money” by anticipating 
the president's proclamation. The 
senator, who would not nermit the 
use of his name, said a Spokane 
broker had advised purchases of sil- 
ver. forecasting prompt federal action.

Senator Pittman, of Nevada, a 
stanch exponent of the cause of the. 
silver miners, however, scouted the 
possibility. He said speculators could 
only have benefited by buying mining 
stocks. Recent speculation in. silver. 
he said, has been based upon a belief 
that whatever action might be taken 
would jnelude the 150,000,009 ounces 
already mined. He added: 

“The president fooled them on that 
when he applied his plan to newly 
mined silver.” 

Mr. Roosevelt surrounded his state- 
ment regarding stabilization of other 
currency bases with ambiguity. He 
made no specific mention of gold in 

this connection and a puzzled report- 
er asked if he meant gold. With a 
laugh, Mr. Roosevelt told him it de- 
, pended upon “where you are,” and 
that “in the South Seas, shella with 
holes in them” were used for money. 
Some Use Gold. 

As the laughter subsided, he added 
that “some nations use gold.” 

Stabilization of the currency on 4

A miner sends his silver to a fed- | 


eral mint. There are three—one each 
in Philadelphia, Denver and San Fran- 
cisco. The metal is assayed anid 
found to contain 1,000 ounces of pure 
silver. 

The mint turns 500 ounces of silver 
bullion over to the treasury as the 
government's share. It converts the 
other 500 ounces 
and pays them to the miner. 

How many dollars does he gei? 

The 500 ounces each contain 480 
grains of silver or an aggregate of 
240,000 grains. Every silver dollar 
or, roughly, three-quarters of an 
ounce. 

Dividing the 240,000 by the number 
of grains in a dollar, or 371.25, gives

Unless and yntil a favorable decision 
is obtained permitting the superintend- 
ent of banks to borrow, liquidation 
of closed state banks is possible only 
through a mortgage company. 
Decision Expected Soon. 


Mr. Clay stated that the court’s de- 
cision is expected within a few days, 
thus clearing the way for loans to 
pay depositors of banks in localities 
where appraisals have been completed 
so that loan applications can be made. 

The payments now being made to 
depositors of the Decatur Bank and 
Trust Company represent fifty-two 
and one-half per cent of each deposit, 
and complete the 100 per cent pay- 
ment of all customers of the bank. 

The Decatur Bank and Trust Com- 
pany closed in 1931. Soon thereafter 
payment of 47 1-2 per cent of all de- 
posits was made possible through an 
advance made by the Fulton National 
Bank of Atlanta. 

When it appeared certain that the 
Decatur loan would be closed before 
the Christmas holidays, Mr. Clay con- 
ferred with officers of the Decatur 
Development Company and all of the 
numerous details necessary to facili- 
tate immediate payment were com- 
pleted. Officers and employes of the 
company have been working at night 
for days in order that every check 
might be ready for immediate delivery. 
Thus, promptly upon receipt late Fri- 
day of the $340,000 Mr. Clay was able 
to announce that depositors not only 
could receive their checks immediately 
by calling for them and presenting 
their preferred stock certificates but 
also that checks could be cashed even 
after the regular closing hours of the 
banks in Decatur.

“Whereas, there is now a city ordi- 
nance limiting the patients treated 
at the Steiner unit to the poor of At- 
lanta which ordinance conforming with 
the will of Mr. Steiner is indorsed 
by the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety; and which we, as _ individual 
members, hoped would end the long 
standing controversy between the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society and the 
authorities of the Albert Steiner

“Whereas, it is wholly unnecessary 
to enlarge the already adequate facili- 
ties for the treatment of cancer in 
the southeast since there are many 
well-equipped centers where adequate

QNBRTISH COTTON 


Control Board May Regu- 
late Practices in Tex- 
tile Industry. . 


MANCHESTER, England, Dec. 22. 
(*)—A comprehensive scheme for con- 
trolling the English cotton industry 
has been drafted by the research de- 
partment of the trades union congress. 

It proposes the establishment of a 
control board, drawn from employers 
and employes with an independent 
chairman, which would have power to 
enforce collective agreements on hours 
and wages, to compel amalgamations 
and reorganization, and to establish 
a central marketing authority. 

The scheme, which was prepared 
at the request of operatives’ organiza- 
tions, would have to be embodied in 
an act of parliament. 

It recommends the setting up of a 
control board of 15 members, ap- 
pointed by the president of the board 
of.trade, composed of representatives 
of employers and workers in the cot- 
ton,” spinning, cotton manufacturing, 
and finishing sections, and three mem- 
bers with experience in the market- 
ing of cotton goods. 

The scope of the board would be 
as wide as possible, under the proj- 
ect, and would include every section 
and process in the industry. . 

Its function would include the is 
suing of licenses to. approved firms 
and the formulating and enforcing of 
schemes for the reorganization and 
reconstruction of the industry, in- 
cluding the merging of companies, the 
elimination of unnecessary plant, and 
the re-equipment of mills. 

It would safeguard standards of 
labor laid down in collective agree- 
ments concluded between organiza- 
tions of employers and workers and 
would be responsible for marketing or- 


| ganizations, the collecting of informa- 
| tion, and research.
